WITH V NECK AND LONG SLEEVES. 


Abbreviations. —K., knit; p., purl; st„ stitch ; s.s., stocking stitch (k. 1 row 
beg., beginning ; repeatrep; inc., increase (by working into the back and front of 
(by working 2 stitches together).

Materials required: 


8 ozs. "Greenock” Super Fingering, 3-ply. 

1 Pair each Knitting Needles, Nos. 9 and 11. 


Tension .—7 sts. to 1 inch in width ; 9 rows to 1 inch in depth. 

Measurements .—Length from shoulder, 19 inches ; bust, 34 inches ; sleeve seam, 18 inches. 

THE BACK.—With No. 11 needles cast on 108 sts. and rib—k. 2, p. 2—for 3 inches. 

Change to No. 9 needles and work in s.s. for 8 rows. Inc. at beg. and end of the next and 
every following 8th row until there are 120 sts. on the needle. Continue without further 
shaping until the work measures 12| inches from the commencement. 

TO SHAPE ARMHOLES.—Cast off 3 sts. at the beg. of the next 4 rows, then dec. at 
beg. and end of next 3 rows. Now dec. at beg. and end of the following 3 alternate rows (96 
sts.). Continue without further shaping until the armholes measure 6£ inches (measuring 
straight). 

TO SLOPE SHOULDERS.—Cast off 8 sts. at the beg. of the next 4 rows and cast off 
7 sts. at the beg. of the following 4 rows (36 sts. remain). Change to No. 11 needles and rib 
—k. 1, p. 1—for 8 rows. Cast off in ribbing. 

THE FRONT.—Work as' back "for 11£ inches from the -commencement, then 
divide for neck. K. across the first 60 sts. 'for left side, leaving the other group 
of sts. on a spare needle meantime. Shape at neck end as follows :—Dec. at end of first row 
and next alternate row, then dec. at same end of every 4th row. When 8 rows have been worked j 

from the division shape for armhole. Cast off 3 sts. at armhole end of alternate rows twice, 
dec. at same end of next 4 rows and at same end of next 3 alternate rows, then work straight 
at this end. Continue the neck shaping until 30 sts. remain. 

TO SLOPE SHOULDER.—Cast off 8 sts. at armhole end of alternate rows twice, 
then cast off 7 sts. at same end of next 2 alternate rows. Rejoin wool at neck end of sts. for ' 

right side and work to correspond with left side. 

FRONT NECK RIBBING.—With No. 11 needles and right side facing, pick up 132 
sts. round neck. Rib—k. 1, p. 1—for 7 rows, dec. at each side of centre front on every row. 

Cast off in ribbing. 

THE SLEEVES (both alike).—With No. 11 needles cast on 56 sts. and rib—k. 1, p. 1— 
for 3 inches. Change to No. 9 needles and work in s.s. for 8 rows. Inc. at beg. and end of 
the next and every following 6th row until there are 98 sts. on the needle. 

TO SHAPE TOP OF SLEEVE.—Cast off 3 sts. at the beg. of the next 4 rows, then 
dec. at beg. and end of next 32 rows. Cast off the 22 remaining sts. 

TO MAKE UP.—Press the knitting except ribbing with a hot iron over a damp cloth. 

Join shoulder seams, insert sleeves into armholes, join side and sleeve seams, press all seams.

LADY'S GLOVES 


KNITTED ON TWO NEEDLES. 

Materials required : 2 ozs. “Greenock" Super Fingering, 3-ply. 

1 Pair Knitting Needles, No. 13. 


Tension .—8 sts. to 1 inch in width. 

Site .—Will suit a hand requiring size 7 in skin gloves. 

RIGHT HAND.—Cast on 54 sts. and rib—k. 1, p. 1—for 40 rows, then work 12 rows s.s. 

Now begin thumb 1st row : K. 27, inc., k. 2, inc., k. 23. 2nd and every alternate 
row : P. 3rd row : K. 27, inc., k. 4, inc., k. 23. 5th row : K. 27, inc., k. 6, inc., k. 23. 

Continue in this manner, increasing on every alternate row, and having 2 sts. more between 
the increasings each time, until the row:—K. 27, inc., k. 18, inc., k. 23, has been worked. 

Next row : P. Next row : K. 49, turn, cast on 4 sts., p. these, p. 20 more (24 sts. for 
thumb). Work in s.s. on these sts. for 24 rows (leaving the remaining sts. on 2 safety pins 
meantime). Next row : (K. 2 tog., k. 6) 3 times. Next row : P. Next row : K. 2 tog. 
10 times' k. 1. Break wool, leaving a long end with which thread darning needle, slip through 
remaining sts., draw up and fasten off securely. 

Return to sis. left for hand. Replace them on 2 needles. Join wool to inner edge. Pick 
up and k. 4 sts. along edge of those cast on for thumb, k. to end of row (56 sts.). Work in 
s.s. for 21 rows. Break wool. 

1st FINGER.—Leave 20 sts. at each end of needle on 2 safety pins. Cast on 4 sts. and, 
using same needle, k. the remaining 16 sts. (20 sts. for finger). Work in s.s. for 29 rows more. 
Next row : (K. 4, k. 2 tog.) 3 times, k. 2. Next row : P. Next row : K. 2 tog. 8 times, 
k. 1. Fasten off as thum b. ._ 

2nd FINGER;'—Cast~orr4 sts. fcr between 2nd and 3rd fingers and, using same needle, 
k. 7 sts. from back of hand, pick up and k. 4 sts. along edge of those cast on for 1st finger, k. 
7 sts. from front of hand (22 sts.). Work in s.s, for 33 rows. Next row : (K. 5, k. 2 tog.) 
3 times, k. 1. Next row . P. Next row : K. 2 tog. 9 times, k. 1. Fasten off as thumb. 

3rd FINGER.—Arrange sts. as for 2nd finger, but 32 rows in .s.s. before shaping. 

4th FINGER—Take 6 sts. remaining at either side of 3rd finger, pick up and k. 4 sts. 
along edge of those cast on for 3rd finger (16 sts.). Work in s.s. for 23 rows. Next row': 
(K. 3, k. 2 tog.) 3 times, k. 1. Next row ; P. Next row : K. 2 tog. 6 times, k. 1. Fasten 
"off as thumb. 

LEFT HAND.—Rib and work 12 rows s.s. as for right hand glove. 

Now begin thumb :—1st row : K. 23, inc., k. 2, inc., k. 27. Next row : P. 

Continue as for right hand glove until the gusset is complete, but when setting for 
thumb, k. 45, turn, cast on 4, p. these, p. 20 more. 

Continue glove to correspond with right hand, but do not break wool after working 
21 rows in s.s. 

To set for 1st finger, k. 36, turn, cast on 4, p. these, p. 16 more (20 sts.). On 
remaining fingers, k. sts. from front of hand, along edge of preceding finger and along back 
of hand, then cast on 4. 

TO MAKE UP.—Press the knitting—except ribbing—with a hot iron over a damp 
cloth. Join all seams neatly.

Materials required : 


1 oz. "Greenock” Super Fingering, 3-ply. 
1 Set Knitting Needles, No. 12. 




Size .—Will suit a hand requiring size 7 in skin gloves. 

BOTH HANDS ALIKE.—Cast on 54 sts. (18 on each of 3 needles), join round and rib 
—k. I, p. 1—for 36 rounds, then k. 12 rounds. Now begin thumb gusset. 1st round : K. 2, 
inc., k. 2, inc., k. to end of round. K. 2 rounds without shaping. 4th round : K. 2, inc.[ 
k. 4, inc., k. to end of round. 

Continue in this manner, inc. on every 3rd round and having 2 sts. more between the inc. 
each time, until the round—k. 2, inc., k. 16, inc., k. to end of round—has been completed. 

Next round : K. 3, slip the next 18 sts. on to a piece of string for thumb, cast on 
2 on needle on which you have 3 sts., k. to end of round. K. 16 rounds for palm of hand, then 
rib—k. 1, p. 1—for 8 rounds. Cast off. 

Place thumb sts. on 3 needles, pick up and k. 2 sts. along edge of those cast on for hand 
(20 sts.). K. 4 rounds, then rib— k. 1, p. 1— for 8 rounds. Castoff. 

Dam in all ends. 


IN SINGLE RIBBING 


Materials required : 2 ozs. "Greenock" Super Fingering, 3-ply. 

1 Pair Knitting Needles, No. 8. 


Tension .—9 sts. to 1 inch in width (with ribs closed). 

Measurements.— Length, 32 inches ; width, 5 inches. 

Cast on 45 sts. and work in rib—k. 1, p. 1—for 32 inches. 
Cast off. 

Make a fringe along each end of the scarf by knotting 
2 four inch strands of wool through every second stitch.
